Rules Clirs voted not to enforce a strict age 
limit in the case of Elizabeth Haigh (see 
above). The Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
undertook to review all rules and report back. 
Funds Cllrs voted £1,000 Chairman's Allow- 
ance, to fund this year’s grants. 

LOW COST HOUSING 

Successive changes of ownership have 
delayed the signing of the contract for 
purchasing the land. Completion is unlikely 
before the end of October. As facilitator, PC is 
doing all possible to push things along, but is 
not responsible for buying the land nor 
selecting occupants of the houses. 

CLIFTON PLAY AREA 

PC to consider installing play equipment at 
Welford’s Piece, and will consult contractors on 
improving the condition of the area. 
STEWARD’S WORKLOAD 

PC is fully satisfied with the way the (part-time) 
Steward carries out his duties, but will look at 
the balance of his workload. 

HEMPTON ROAD SEAT 

Gaveston Gardens residents complained that 
the Hempton Road seat is a focus of anti-social 
and allegedly criminal behaviour. Police to be 
informed. 

SCOOP THAT POOP 

From 1 October, offenders under the Cherwell 
District Dogs (Fouling of Land) Order, 1997, 
are liable to be fined up to £1,000. The Order 
applies to roads with speed limits of 40mph or 
less, and includes footpaths, grass verges, 
public open spaces and rights of way, sports 
grounds and playing fields. 

A BLOOMING GOOD EFFORT 

Deddington’s 82% score in the Southern 
England in Bloom Competition was not enough 
to win an Award. The judges were impressed 
by the Windmill Centre complex and Daeda's 
Wood but thought we'd do even better if 
terraced houses had ‘a little more colour - 
window boxes, for example. 


~ Two complaints 
have been received about bell-ringing on a 
weekday. The Chairman (a bellringer) said that, 
Sundays apart, peals may be rung only on a 
very few occasions each year.

Heyford consultative panel, on 20 October. PC 
has been invited to on-site meeting with 
consortium managing the former airbase. 

- PC rejected a bid from Banbury Stockyard 
Estates to buy the Hempton Stone Pit. 

- Extra public parking spaces at the School this 
summer were hardly used. Rethink is in hand. 
PLANNING APPLICATIONS 

PC had no objection to proposed alterations at 
Pumpyard Cottage, New Street, 9 The 
Daedings, Old Plough Walk, Hempton and The 
Duke of Cumberland’s Head, Clifton. 

A proposal for change of use to A1(retail) at The 
Studio, Hudson Street, caused some concern. 
With no information on what retail use, it was 
difficult to assess. the likely effect on 
traffic/parking. 

PC noted that CDC has approved demolition of 
a shed behind The British Legion, but not the 
erection of a new building to replace it. 
WINDMILL CENTRE 

After some heated discussion on the use of the 
football pitch (DTFC v Colts) PC determined that 
an amicable solution must be found. Longer 
term, a review of Windmill Centre and Castle 
Grounds will be undertaken, to maximise use of 
space and facilities.

Planning in eamest needs to start now. PC to 
set up a special Millennium committee, drawing 
on a wide cross-section of the community.

Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for September and October : 


23rd SEPTEMBER - Went to Oxford by coach to meet Robert from Thame, and took him to 
consult Mr. Ormerod the surgeon. Dined and stayed at The Mitre. 

24th SEPTEMBER - Took Robert to see Mr. Dubarry's exhibition of models of old. and new 
Jerusalem - with which we were much pleased, and highly interested by. the lecture given by 
the person exhibiting the same. 

25th SEPTEMBER - Robert completed his 11th year today, dear little fellow. He returned to 
Thame by coach. 

28th SEPTEMBER - I received an uncomfortable and depressing letter from Mr. Bury relative 
to our dearest Holford's state of health - wherein he mentioned having consulted Dr. Latham 
about him, who said tho’ there was no ground for alarm yet there was for caution. I 
answered him and wrote to Dr. Fookes about Robert's health also. Betsy walked up to Hiron's 
with her respirator on.

ON THE FARM 


Harvest is now over and done with for this year. All the grain Ban seh 
was cut before the wet Bank Holiday and the beans were cut during Very vere ~ 

the second week of September. The bean yields seem to be good with little beetle damage. We 
have now had the milling wheat tested and the milling quality is good but with the continued 
strength of the £ the prices are down by some £25 a ton on last year. Oh well, money is the 
root of all evil, as Father used to say (but I could do with a bit more of the root!) The ground 
work is going well and we should start planting next year's cereal crops by the end of 
September. The ewes have been gone through and the rams will go out in the last week of 
September so the first lambs should appear at the end of February. This year we bought in 100 
mule thaves (one-year-old' sheep) as replacements for old ewes culled out at weaning. The re- 
mainder of last year's lamb crop will be sold fat or as store lambs for fattening on root crops. 

It has been a difficult summer for the bees but I have been able to take enough honey off to see 
me through to the spring. In July I had a visit from the MAFF bee inspector to tell me that 
American Foul Brood had been found at Adderbury. AFB is a very contagious bee disease and is 
spread by flying bees and swarms. It is an organism known as bacillus larvae and will kill all the 
larvae in the brood chamber. There is no cure and all infected hives have to be destroyed. 
Fortunately all my hives were given a clean bill of health and he commented that the bees were in 
very good condition as he could not find any Varroa mites either. The bees have now all been 
fed on sugar syrup, mouseguards put on and the hives in the wood will be covered with wire 
mesh to keep the woodpeckers away. 
Most of the summer visitors have flown south for the winter. This year we had 9 pairs of 
swallows nesting in the buildings. Most had 2 broods. I have often wondered where the swifts 
we see flying about the village nest. Then one evening I went to the school and found a swift's 
egg in the playground. They were nesting under the eaves of the school roof. 

Now that the nights are drawing in, perhaps I should go into the office and try to find my desk
